to Execute any Atts or Ordinances then aforemade,in Difiu- 
heritance or Diminution of the Prerogative of the King, nor 

of any other, nor againſt the Common Profit of the People , 

Except the ſame Ads or Ordinances be Examined and Ap- 

proved by the Chancellor or Treaſurer of England, or Chief 

Fuſtices of either Benches, or Three of them, or before both 

the Juſtices of Aſſize in their Circuit or Progreſs in the 

Shire where ſuch Ads or Ordinances be made, upon pain of 

Forfeiture of Porty Pounds for every time that they do cox- 

trary, (as by the ſaid Statute more plainly doth, and may 

appear.) Now know ye, That the Maſter, and Keepers 
or Wardens,and Commonalty of the Myſtery or Art of Statio- 
ners of the City of London, Willing and defiring that the 
ſaid Af of Parliament, be in all things duly obſerved and
